Here  each 
summer  resides  the  Governor-General  of 
Canada. 

PARLIAMENT  BUILDINGS.— A  short  walk 
from  the  Citadel  on  Grande  AUee. 
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PLAINS  OF  ABRAHAM  AND  BATTLE- 
FIELDS PARK.— Take  first  car  marked 
^  "Maple  Avenue  and  Grande  AUee"  and  ask 
to  be  let  off  at  Wolfe  Avenue,  see  Wolfe  Mo- 
nument, Quebec  Jail,  Plains  of  Abraham  and 
Terrace,  magnificent  view  of  St.  Lawrence 
River,  a  few  minutes  walk  on  St.  Louis  Road 
will  bring  you  to  the  Avenue  des  Braves, 
at  foot  of  which  is  St.  Foye  Monument  and 
the  Terrace.  From  here  about  7  minutes 
walk  on  St.  Foye  Road,  towards  the  city,  will 
bring  you  to  "Maple  Avenue"  cars  7c  to 
your  Hotel.
